BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

NOVELTY - A lactic acid bacterium having an ability of combining extracellular 
matrix in which a fused gene sequence in which a gene encoding a protein containing 
a signal sequence, a gene of an extracellular matrix- combined protein and a gene 
encoding an anchor sequence are connected together is introduced. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION - INDEPENDENT CLAIMS are also included for a method for the 

preparation of a lactic acid bacterium having an ability of combining extracellular 
matrix including: 

(a) obtaining a fused gene sequence in which a gene encoding a protein containing a 
signal sequence, a gene of an extracellular matrix- combined protein and a gene 
encoding an anchor sequence of 763 protease derived from Lactococcus lactis NCD0763 
are combined together, 

(b) introducing said fused gene' sequence to a lactic acid bacterium and a step of 
culturing the resultant lactic acid bacterium to immobilize the extracellular 
matrix-combined protein on the microbe body surface, and 
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(c) a drug preparation containing the above lactic acid bacterium having an ability 
of combining extracellular matrix as the active component. 

USE - The lactic acid bacterium can be used in immunopotentiators such as antitumor 
a gents and anti-inflammatory agents. 
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
